Report  |  Superintending:  ghool  Committee. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilford  the  School   Committee  submits  the 
following  report : 

District  No.  i. — Intervale  School.  Summer  term.  Miss  Emma  L. 
Prescott  of  Belmont,  a  graduate  of  New  Hampton  Institution,  teacher.  We 
found  in  this  school  an  enthusiastic  teacher  and  interested  scholars.  Miss 
Prescott  hid  taught  here  several  terms  before,  and  had  given  excellent  sat- 
isfaction, being  highly  appreciated  by  parents  and  childien.  This  term 
was  no  exception.  Good  progress  was  made  in  the  different  studies,  es- 
pecially in  arithmetic,  examples  being  solved  upon  the  board  with  readiness 
and  accuracy. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ralia  A.  Collins  who  came  to  her 
work  with  some  experience  and  a  purpose  to  do  her  best.  The  scholars  ap- 
peared orderly  and  diligent  in  study.  All  this  was  a  promise  of  prosperity. 
The  committee  regrets  that  he  was  unable  to  attend  the  closing  exercises 
and  cannot  speak  from  personal  knowledge,  of  the  improvement  made,  but 
from  inquiry,  feels  justified  in  reporting  the  term  as  fairly  successful. 

District  No.  2.— Pond  Road  School.  Fall  term.  Miss  Emma  M. 
Britton  of  Belmont,  teacher.  Miss  B.  was  very  quiet,  yet  firm  and  decided 
in  the  management  of  her  school.  There  was  not  so  much  show  and  cere- 
mony here  as  is  sometimes  found,  nevertheless  excellent  work  was  done. 
The  arithmetic  classes  gave  evidence  of  thorough  training.  The  teacher's 
former  good  reputation  in  this  place  was  fully  sustained. 

District  No,  3. — East  Gilford  School.  Summer  and  Fall  terms  were 
taught  by  Miss  Estelle  Locke,  of  Center. Sandwich,  a  teacher  of  several  years 
experience.  This  in  some  respects  may  be  termed  a  model  school.  Whis- 
pering and  confusion  are  exceptions  here,  not  the  general  rule.  Good  teach- 
ers, no  doubt,  have  cultivated  the  soil  in  yeais  past,  making  the  task  of  the 
present  teacher  a  comparatively  easy  one.  There  seems  to  be  a  general 
co-operation  of  parents,  teacher,  and  scholars,  and  the  result  was  what 
might  be  reasonably  expected,  two  profitable  terms  of  school. 

District  No.  a,.— Dame  School.  Winter  term,  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A. 
Brown,  a  graduate  of  the  State  Normal  School.  Only  three  pupils  resi- 
dent in  the  district  attend.  Four  or  five  come  in  from  No.  11.  Good 
progress    was  apparent    in  all    the  branches  pursued.     Two    beginners  in 


Robinson's  arithmetic  acquitted  themselves  admirably,  far  exceeding  the 
■expectations  of  the  committee.  We  can  see  no  good  reason  why  the  two 
neighbors,  No.  4  and  n,  should  not  unite  heart  and  hand,  having  one  good 
school  house  centrally  located. 

District  No.  5. — Parker  School.  Summer  term,  taught  by  Miss  Carrie 
E.  Flanders,  of  New  Hampton,  a  graduate  of  the  New  Hampton  Institution. 
This  district  has  been  highly  favored  for  several  terms  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  competent  and  successful  teachers.  Miss  F.  was  well  qualified  to 
follow  her  able  predecessors.  She  brought  to  her  work  a  well  furnished 
mind  which  enabled  her  to  illustrate  the  different  subjects  taught,  by  draw- 
ing freely  from  sources  outside  the  text-books  in  use.  The  scholars  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  earnest,  steady  application.  Mathematical  geogra- 
phy was  illustrated  and  explained  by  drawings  upon  the  black-board. 

Winter  term.  Miss  Fannie  J.  A.  Bullard  of  Milford,  teacher.  Natural 
adaptation  and  a  long  experience  served  Miss  B.  admirably.  She  proved 
herself  a  strict  disciplinarian  and  an  efficient  instructress.  Aptness  to  teach 
characterized  the  teacher,  and  promptness,  the  scholars.  Miss  B.'s  method 
of  teaching  reading,  especially  in  the  smaller  classes,  was  peculiarly  grati- 
fying. Mechanical  tones  of  voice  were  not  tolerated.  "Read  as  you  would 
talk,"  was  the  impression  made.  The  closing  examination  did  not  disap- 
point our  expectations.  Many  arithmetical  test  problems  not  found  in  the 
book,  but  originated  by  the  teacher,  were  readily  solved  by  the  pupils,  show- 
ing a  practical  acquaintance  with  principles.  We  would  advise  the  older 
scholars  to  give  more  attention  to  the  study  of  grammar. 

District  No.  6. — North  Gilford  School.  Fall  term.  Miss  Nella  F. 
Sanborn,  teacher.  This  was  her  first  term.  Although  quite  young  and  a 
resident  of  the  district,  yet  she  succeeded  in  interesting  her  pupils  and  com- 
manding their  respect.  We  see  in  this  term's  work  the  elements  of  future 
success.  "She  worked  hard  and  kept  a  good  school,"  is  the  common  verdict. 

District  No.  7. —  White,  Oaks  School.  Summer  term.  Miss  Dora  B. 
Noble,  teacher.  The  scholars  here  excel  in  one  respect,  they  speak  so  as  to 
be  heard.  This  is  encouraging  when  so  many  youthful  voices  seem  suddenly 
to  fail  upon  the  recitation  seats,  in  the  school  room.  The  teacher's  efforts  to 
arouse  and  interest  her  scholars  were  untiring,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  her  interest  in  them  was  reciprocated  by  their  loving  confidence  and 
cheerful  obedience. 

Fall  term.  Taught  by  Miss  Clara  Belle  Ayer.  Promptness  and  energy 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  inspired  a  good  degree  of  enthusiasm  in  the  schol- 
ars. The  influence  of  a  live  teacher,  possessing  and  exercising  authority,  is 
potent  and  promises  good  results.  Although  the  committee's  final  visit 
near  the  close  of  the  term  was  unexpected,  yet  the  scholars  passed,  without 
any  special  preparation,  a  very  creditable  examination,  one  that  would  com- 
pare favorably  with  any  other. 


District  No.  8. —  Village  School.  Summer  term,  IvfLss  Mary  A.  Brown,, 
teacher. 

Fall  term.  Miss  Carrie  E.  Flanders,  teacher.  Both  of  these  teachers 
succeeded  in  gaining  the  love,  confidence  and  respect  of  their  scholars; 
hence  their  success  in  teaching  and  government  was  insured.  We  found 
advanced  classes  in  botany,  physiology,  physical  geography,  algebra,  and 
in  the  second  term  a  class  commencing  in  Latin.  We  have  no  objection  to 
these,  if  the  primary  classes  are  not  neglected.  The  rudiments  of  an  educa- 
tion must  be  obtained  in  the  common  school.  We  trust  these  teachers  en- 
deavored so  to  divide  their  time  and  attention  as  to  do  justice  to  all.  The 
closing  examinations  reflected  credit  upon  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

District  No.  o. — Weeks  School.  Summer  and  Fall  terms  were  taught 
by  Mr.  Frank  W.  Potter,  who  entered  upon  his  work  in  a  qaiet,  modest 
manner,  and  continued  it  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  This 
school  seems  to  be  advancing  in  scholarship,  because  its  members  are  real- 
ly interested  in  study.  The  teacher's  efforts  for  the  moral  and  intellectual 
good  of  his  pupils  are  to  be  commended,  and  he  is  worthy  of  the  contin- 
ued confidence  of  the  district. 

District  No.  10. — Liberty  Hill  School.  Summer  and  Fall  terms  were 
taught  by  Miss  Clara  L.  Britton,  of  Belmont.  This  school  has  been  reduced 
to  a  very  few  members.  Those  who  attended  the  past  year  had  the  best  of 
privileges  for  personal  instruction.  Many  miscellaneous  questions  of  gener- 
al interest,  were  promptly  answered. 

District  No.  ii. — Brown  School.  Fall  term  Was  taught  by  Miss  Mary 
A.  Brown.  We  found  here  very  much  to  commend.  Diligence  in  study 
during  school  hours  and  at  home,  resulted  in  rapid  advancement.  Reading 
classes  learned  to  give  expression  as  well  as  pronunciation.  Arithmetic 
classee  explained  principles  with  clearness  and  precision  Two  young  ladies 
in  analysis  and  parsing  excelled. 

District  No.  12. —  West  Gilford  School.  Summer  term.  MissKatiaA. 
Collins,  teacher.  We  congratulate  the  ressaents  of  this  district  in  having 
the  best  school  house  in  town,  outside  of  Lake  Village.  It  reflects  credit 
upon  their  intelligence  and  ambition,  The  room  is  furnished  with  some  of 
the  modern  appliances,  a  good-sized  globe  being  found  upon  the  teacher's 
desk.  The  teacher's  work  was  thus  made  very  pleasant ;  commendable  in- 
terest was  manifested,  and  good  progress  made. 

Winter  term.  Mr.  Frank  W.  Potter,  teacher.  A  firm,  steady  discipline 
is  needed  here,  and  the  teacher  seemed  to  be  well  fitted  for  the  place.  Only 
one  girl  was  in  attendance,  and  she  had  a  record  worthy  of  note.  The 
teacher  reports  that  Alice  W.  Follet  has  not  been  absent,  tardy  or  dismissed, 
for  11  terms.  Some  classes  appeared  to  better  advantage  than  others.  The 
class  of  boys,  in  Brown's  physiolgy,  stands  high  in  the  estimation  of  the 
committee. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

We  talce  pleasure  in  thus  reporting  our  schools  as  generally  successful. 
There  have  lieen  no  failures,  no  really  poor  schools.  No  cases  of  insubor- 
dination have  been  reported  to  the  committee,  requiring  his  interference. 
■Good  order  has  usually  prevailed.  Whispering  has  been  prohibited,  and  in 
a  few  cases  possibly  abolished.  All  this  speaks  well  for  the  teachers,  schol- 
ars and  parents.  We  hope  such  a  condition  of  things  will  continue.  Nearly 
■every  closing  examination  has  been  made  more  attractive  and  interesting 
by  the  introduction  of  rhetorical  exercises,  in  which  a  large  majority  of  the 
scholars-  willingly  participated. 

Yet  the  standard  of  excellence  already  attained  is  far  from  perfect.  Some 
teachers  are  better  qualified  for  their  work  than  others.  The  benefits  ot 
thorough  study  and  extensive  reading  are  very  helpful  in  imparting  instruc- 
tion. Let  no  teacher  neglect  this.  The  importance  of  a  good  moral  or  re- 
ligious influence  upon  the  child's  plastic  mind,  should  be  considered.  Early 
impressions  are  lasting.  The  common  fault  of  low  and  indistinct  speaking, 
during  recitation,  prevails  very  extensively  in  our  schools.  This  practice  of 
mumbling;,  detracts  greatly  from  the  favorable  appearance  of  a  pupil,  and 
should  be  overcome  by  persistent  effort.  Some  of  our  teachers  endeavored 
to  remove  this  nuisance,  but  met  with  only  partial  success.  We  recom- 
mend renewed  efforts,  hoping  for  better  results. 

We  would  call  attention  to  an  extract  from  the  Public  Statutes  of  New 
Hampshire,  approved  August,  18S3,  to  lake  effect  after  March  f,  1884. 
"Teachers  of  Common  Schools  shall  be  examined  in  physiology  and  hygiene 
•zuith  special  reference  to  the  effect*  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants •,  and  nar- 
cotics upon  the  human  system.''  Brown's  physiology  has  been  formally 
adopted  for  use  in  the  schools  of  this  town.  Lessons  on  the  human  body, 
an  elementary  treatise,  recently  published,  contains  much  valuable  informa- 
tion in  small  compass.  But  very  few  parents  have  visited  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  year.  This  is  not  quite  right.  Outline  maps  and  globes  should  be 
found  in  every  school-room.  Their  absence  betrays  a  false  economy. 
Registers  should  be  more  accurately  filled  and  promptly  returned.

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Report  of  the  Mro1  of  Efattioi  ol  District  1. 13, 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Gilford. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  District  No.  13  present  this,  their  seventh  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1884. 

The  number  of  schools  remains  the  same  as  for  the  past  few  years,  though 
the  system  of  grading  has  been  somewhat  modified  to  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  more  advanced  classes.  The  schools,  in  the  main,  have 
done  satisfactory  work  and  are  in  good  condition. 

The  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  the  zeal  and  fidelity  with  which 
they  have  discharged  their  duties.  One  needs  to  have  had  experience  in 
the  school  room,  to  form  a  just  estimate  of  the  arduous  labors  and  responsi- 
ble trusts  that  are  to  be  met  by  the  earnest  and  conscientious  teacher  ;  of 
the  perplexing  questions,  involving  the  rights  of  parents,  pupils,  and  teacher, 
that  often  arise  and  call  for  a  prompt  decision.  While,  to  a  certain  extent,  it  is 
true  that  as  the  teacher  is,  so  are  the  pupils,  yet  many  attendant  circumstan- 
ces, and  conditions  peculiar  to  each  locality,  are  to  be  considered  in  forming 
a  correct  judgment  of  any  school.  Its  success  maybe  reasonably  assured 
when  there  is  ready  sympathy  and  active  co-operation  between  parents  and 
teachers,  and  when  the  community  has  a  lively  interest  in  educational  work, 
and  a  right  conception  of  its  importance.  The  school  board  takes  pleasure 
in  reporting  that  these  harmonious  re4ations  are  generally  found  to  exi^t 
in  the  district. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  July  a  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  was  voted 
for  repairing  and  painting  the  buildings.  It  will  be  found  that  a  judicious 
and  economical  use  has  been  made  of  the  appropriation.  All  the  school- 
houses  have  been  painted  outside  and  within,  and  the  house  on  School  St. 
repaired  and  newly  shingled.  No  further  outlay,  except  for  ordinary  repairs, 
seems  to  be  needed  for  some  time  to  come. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was  also  voted  to  raise  twelve  thousand  dollars  for 
a  new  school-house,  and  at  an  adjourned  meeting  a  special  committee  was 
appointed  to  negotiate  for  the  Henry  Campbell  lot  on  North  Mechanic  St  , 
at  one  thousand  dollars.  There  seemed  to  be  something  of  indefiniteness 
about  both  votes,  no  provision  having  been  made  as  to  the  time  or  method 
of  raising  the  money,  and  we  cannot  learn  that  any  action  has  yet  been  made. 
But  the  ball  has  been  set  in  motion,  and  whatever  may  be  the  outcome  of 
this  movement,  we  trust  that  if  business  prosperity  continues  means  will  be 
provided  for  affording  increased  school  accommodations  in  this  village.     To 


those  familiar  with  the  construction  and  condition  of  the  present  school- 
houses,  it  is  evident  that  any  attempt  to  enlarge  or  remodel  them  would  not 
be  a  wise  expenditure  of  money.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  school-board, 
however,  to  make  the  most  of  the  opportunities  at  their  command. 

The  subject  of  school  hygiene  was  quite  fully  considered  in  an  earlier  re- 
port. In  connection  with  the  question  of  the  effects  of  alcoholic  stimulants, 
it  is  a  broad,  important,  and  practical  subject.  Both  topics  have  received 
attention  in  the  schools  in  the  past  ;  the  present  popular  agitation  of  the  sub- 
jects will  serve  only  to  stimulate  both  board  and  teachers  to  greater  activity 
in  the  work. 

The  number  of  different  scholars  registered  during  the  year  is  297.  the 
largest  number,  we  believe,  in  the  history  of  the  village.  Number  on  the 
Roll  of  Honor,  120.  Percentage  of  daily  attendance,  from  89  to  95.  Punc- 
tuality and  regularity  of  attendance  are  always  desirable  and  necessary  for  a 
proper  performance  of  assigned  work,  but  some  discretion  is  to  be  used,  es- 
pecially in  the  .case  of  ambitious  scholars,  lest  they  be  found  in  the  class- 
room when  the  sick-chamber  would  be  the  better  place. 

The  board  would  invite  and  urge  parents  and  citizens  to  visit  the  schools 
and  familiarize  themselves  with  their  work,  and  would  suggest  that  the 
teachers  improve  all  opportunities  of  attending  teachers' meetings  and  visit- 
ing other  schools  when  it  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  their  own  pre- 
scribed duties.
